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Challenges for the future 


As America heads into the next 
millennium, it is crucial that we take 
time for a serious reevaluation of our 
role in the world. This rele will be 
dictated largely, at least for the rore 
seeable future, by the fact that ovr 
nation is the sole remaining super- 
power. While this gives us added 
responsibilities, there are some re 
straining factors that must be part of 
the equation 

The lessons of Vietnam, Korea 
and Beirut, as they relate to public 
support, cannot be dismissed. We 
must consider the attitudes of ‘re 
population in this country if we are 
to pursue action in places like 
Bosnia. We must consider possible 
human casualties as well as public 
support the mission, Public attitudes 
can’t be dismissed 

Scarce and limited resources on 
the part of our national government 
will also be a major determinant of 
our foreign policy. We are living in 
a world of shrinking government 
action. Both major political partes 
acknowledge this reality. It is a real- 
ity based upon budgetary constraints 
and a desire for less government, 
and dictated to some degree by the 
competition between domestic and 
foreign policy needs. 

We have already seen over the 
last few years a tendency on the part 
of our allies to look to us to “pul out 
fires.” Our leadership of the NATO 
operations in Bosnia is a stark ex- 
ample. In this war-torn region, we 
have seen not only armed battles, but 
rape, torture, murder and genocide 
As a society which stands against 
such evils, we were called upon to 
intervene in this instance and will no 
doubt be called upon for similar ac- 
tion in the future 

Another key part of this is the 
reevaluation of our role in world 
disarmament as well as an arms 
merchant. As we rightfully pursue 
disarmament and restraints on the 
sale of arms, we must strive to retain 

a sensible balance. A “root cause” 
analysis will serve us well; itis obvi- 
ous that not much serious fighung 
takes place between two parties if 
there are no arms. Our own security, 
in the light of more ambiguous 
threats and potential terrorism, will 
continue to be paramount.

We must not only look at our 
role in securing human rights around 
the world, but also to the commer- 
cial and business opportunities im 
Asia, Africa and Latin American, as 
well as in the former Warsaw Pact 
nations. Our international trade poli- 
cies are important components of

As far as our trade policy and 
how it affects Americans, we must 
evaluate our trade deficits and how 
they affect America’s jobs. There 
should be little doubt that many of 
our traditional jobs are going over- 
seas or across borders, While new 
service jobs are being created, there 
is the increasing danger of a growing 
gap between the rich and poor, with 
a distinct narrowing of the middle 
class. 

We know the future will con- 
tinue to yield technological advances 
that we have not even thought of 
today. This is true both in terms of 
domestic and international policy. A 
renewed commitment to research 
and development will be crucial in 
keeping pace with the rest of the 
world. Think about the Internet and 
how it has already changed the ways 
in which we receive, transmit and 
exchange news and information. 
This will only increase in the next 
century 

Our space program has yielded 
some of the greatest benefits our 
nation has ever realized. Its bi-prod- 
ucts have helped lead to advances in 
health care techniques. We must 
commit ourselves anew to NASA 
and its mission, focusing on the di- 
rect links between advanced science 
and research and its relevance to 
daily life 

Our great country has been the 
world’s leader for years now. I be- 
lieve that this role will continue as 
we address these questions in the 
21st century.

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PASTOR'S CORNER 


Rev. MART GRAY 
First Baptist Church 


_ Ever feel like as gotten down to the dregs of your energy and emo- 
tion? | must confess that's where I'm writing from this week, This is my 
fourth start on this writing project and I'm still quite unsure of what it is I 
want to say or how I wish to say it. Two deaths within our church family, 
another who is, at the time of this writing, most critically ill, and many in 
our community who are facing serious health problems have taken their toll 
on my spirits and, I'm sure, many others throughout our community. If it 
really docs come in waves, we're due flat seas real soon as I sce it. 


Sunday was a special day in our church, We begin our new church year 
on the first Sunday in October. So the building was abuzz with new teach- 
ers scampering to their classes, children finding their way to new rooms, 
different faces in leadership positions, and to top it all off it was a wonder- 
fully crisp Fall morning which seems to put a little extra bounce in every- 
one’s step. Our worship service was out of the ordinary, as well. To signal 
the beginning of the new year, we had planned to celebrate the Lord's Sup- 
per and have a service of dedication for our deacon body. All in all, it had 
the trappings of a grand day. 


Yet I didn’t feel so grand. The prospects of leading our people through a 
worship experience gave me no spiritual jump-start, no special dispensation 
of ecclesiastical energy. I found myself having to be honest with God about 
my feelings and not at all out of any noble sense of integrity. 1 simply didn’t 
have the energy or creativity to lie! No facade, no Sunday-moming “every- 
thing’s O.K. smile”, just spent emotions and a deep desire to throw in the 
towel. It was with this emotional milieu I faced the table of our Lord, which 
5 Ae me the most powerful symbol of all that it means to be called a child of 


The elements were passed...the bread...the body broken...and the 
cup...the blood shed. And as I shared in the consumption of God's grace I 
was reminded of the overwhelming irony of Communion. We celebrate the 
hope of grace and at the same time remember the suffering of our Lord. 
That bittersweet dichotomy brought over my whole being a great sense of 
comfort. The Balm of Gilead soothed as nothing else could have done. It is 
in the darkness of honest broken-ness that we can see most clearly the light 
of hope that Christ offers to those who share in His grace. 


For those few moments around the Lord's table, 1 knew that there was 
life and light and hope. And, though my spirit still sags, 1 am reminded 
again that the Christian life is not a life senza suffering, but rather it is a life 
that calls us to suffer with Christ and with our fellow man, knowing that He 
will give us strength for the day and hope for tomorrow. Hope in suffering 
is not a new concept to God; it is embodied in the elements of the Eucharist. 
He hears, He shares, He knows. In the words of a contemporary author, 
“Come take the bread; come drink the wine; come share the Lord!”

PASTOR’S CORNER 


Rev. MART GRAY 
First Baptist Church 


Ever feel like you've gotten down to the dregs of your energy and emo- 
tion? | must confess that’s where I'm writing from this week. This is my 
fourth start on this writing project and I’m still quite unsure of what it is I 
want to say or how I wish to say it. Two deaths within our church family, 
another who is, at the time of this writing, most critically ill, and many in 
our community who are facing serious health problems have taken their toll 
on my spirits and, I'm sure, many others throughout our community, If it 
really does come in waves, we're due flat seas real soon as I see it. 


Sunday was a special day in our church. We begin our new church year 
on the first Sunday in October. So the building was abuzz with new teach- 
ers scampering to their classes, children finding their way to new rooms, 
different faces in leadership positions, and to top it all off it was a wonder- 
fully crisp Fall morning which seems to puta little extra bounce in every- 
one’s step. Our worship service was out of the ordinary, as well. To signal 
the beginning of the new year, we had planned to celebrate the Lord's Sup- 
per and have a service of dedication for our deacon body. All in all, it had 
the trappings of a grand day. 


Yet I didn’t feel so grand. The prospects of leading our people through a 
worship experience gave me no spiritual jump-start, no special dispensation 
of ecclesiastical energy. I found myself having to be honest with God about 
my feelings and not at all out of any noble sense of integrity. 1 simply didn’t 
have the energy or creativity to lie! No facade, no Sunday-morning “every- 
thing’s O.K. smile”, just spent emotions and a deep desire to throw in the 
towel. It was with this emotional milicu I faced the table of our Lord, which 
is to me the most powerful symbol of all that it means to be called a child of 
God. 


The elements were passed...the bread...the body broken...and the 
cup...the blood shed. And as I shared in the consumption of God’s grace I 
was reminded of the overwhelming irony of Communion, We celebrate the 
hope of grace and at the same time remember the suffering of our Lord. 
That bittersweet dichotomy brought over my whole being a great sense of 
comfort, The Balm of Gilead soothed as nothing else could have done. It is 
in the darkness of honest broken-ness that we can see most clearly the light 
of hope that Christ offers to those who share in His grace, 


For those few moments around the Lord’s table, I knew that there was 
life and light and hope. And, though my spirit still sags, I am reminded 
again that the Christian life is not a life senza suffering, but rather it is a life 
that calls us to suffer with Christ and with our fellow man, knowing that He 
will give us strength for the day and hope for tomorrow. Hope in suffering 
is not a new concept to God; it is embodied in tie elements of the Eucharist. 
He hears, He shares, He knows. In the words of a contemporary author, 
“Come take the bread; come drink the wine; come share the Lord!”
